Democrats Fare Well 
On the whole, the Democrats 
fared very well in Tuesday’s ballot­ 
ing. 
They elected three congress­ 
men out of the five that were run­ 
ning, and in addition they appeared j 
this morning to have won all their 
gubernatorial contests. In New Jer- 
sev, A. Harry Moore, the Democrat, 
appeared to have been elected by 
a majority in excess of 100,000. In 
Kentucky, early reports indicated 
the election of Judge Ruby Laffodn, 
Democrat, over his Republican op­ 
ponent, Mayor William Harrison of 
Louisville. The other gubernatorial 
contest was in Mississippi, where it 
was merely a matter of ratifying 
the outcome of the Democratic pri­ 
mary. 
Nowhere except in the First Ohio 
district did the Republicans appear 
able to check the Democratic tide 
that appeared first a year ago in 
the congressional elections. At that 
time, 
the 
Democrats 
overturned 
huge Republican majorities in both 
senate and house and placed them­ 
selves in position to exert actual 
control of both. 
There were no senatorial elections 
yesterday and the census there re­ 
mains 48 Republicans, 47 Decocrats, 
and 1 Farmer-La borite. 
The House, with still two vacan­ 
cies. stood today: 217 Democrats, 
215 Republicans, and 1 Farmer-La- 
borite. 
By filling the two remaining va­ 
cancies, one in New Jersey and one 
in New Hampshire, the Republicans 
can tie the count numerically, but 
even so it will do them little good 
as far as control is concerned. 
Many Progressives 
There are in the House a group 
of from 12 to 20 Progressive Insur­ 
gents, over whom the enormous Re­ 
publican majorities in the past have 
ridden rough-shod. 
They consti­ 
tute a party unto themselves. They 
will not vote with the Republicans 
to organize unless they are granted 
a great many more concessions than 
anyone thinks the regular Republi­ 
can leadership will concede. 
Aside from the congressional and 
gubernatorial contests, political in-) 
terest here turned to the test of 
strength in New York between Gov. 
Franklin D. Roosevelt and Ex-Gov. 
A1 Smith, which resulted in a clean- 
cut victory for the former. 
Roosevelt Wins 
Roosevelt sponsored an amend­ 
ment to the constitution permitting 
the state to acquire abandoned 
farms for reforestation purposes 
Smith described it as unwise and 
useless, but the voters appeared to 
hav~ agreed with Roosevelt yester­ 
day by a 2 to 1 vote. It was the 
first test of the Roosevelt-Smfth

GEORGIA’S FARM SUCCESS 
Last sprihg the plan adopted by a number of counties in Georgia 
to aid the fanner in meeting his problems attracted attention in the 
press.

This fall a bank advertisement in Floyd county, where the plan 
was carried out on a large scale, says that as a result one-crop farmers are 
now greatly in the minority and diversification of crops has put the 
majority “in better position than the proprietors of many business en- j 
terprises in our cities."

TULSA, Okla., Nov. 
4.—Reports 
were current throughout the mid­ 
continent area Tuesday that a gen­ 
eral increase in the retail price of 
gasoline is due now that the price 
of crude has been hiked to 85 cents. 
None of the several oil companies 
that fell inline with the lead of Con­ 
tinental Oil company in increasing 
the price of crude 15 cents a barrel 
over the week-end would admit to­ 
day that such a move Was contem­ 
plated. 
The increase would be one cent a 
gallon, according to the reports, and 
would be effective throughout the 
central Mississippi Valley and west­ 
ward including 
Indiana, 
Illinois, 
Iowa, Michigan, Wisconsin, Minne- 


sola, North Dakota, South Dakota, 
Missouri, Kansas, Northeastern Ok­ 
lahoma, Nebraska, Montana, Wyom­ 
ing, Colorado, New Mexico, Idaho 
and Utah. 
As the Standard of Indiana con­ 
trols a large number of Filling Sta­ 
tions in the state named, the report 
infers that Standard will be the first 
to enforce the 
contemplated 
in­ 
crease. 
Several oil leaders in the midcon­ 
tinent area contended that the 15 
cents a barrel increase was too much 
and that an increase in the price 
of gasoline would be a natural reac­ 
tion. Others, however, were of the 
opinion that the 15 cents increase 
was merely "a drop in the bucket” 
and that crude oil would soon reach 
the dollar mark.

Persons in Pennsylvania are most 
likely to marry within the age per­ 
iod of 20 and 24 years, the Bureau 
of vital statistics ir. Harrisburg has 
concluded after an analysis ol last 
year s records. 
Pennsylvanians in this group made 
the largest contribution to the state's 
19330 total of 65,143 marriages. For 
girls, the second largest 
group of 
mariages occurred between the ages 
of 15 and 19 years, while among the 
men the runnerup group consisted 
of those between the ages of 25 and 
29. 
« 
Woman Weds Five Times 
The oureau finds that for women, 
whose first 
marriages 
occur 
be­ 
tween the ages of 20 and 24, the 
most frequent age for second mar­ 
riage is from 30 to 34. Third mar­ 
riage follow more often between the 
ages of 45 and 49 years, while a scat­ 
tering fourth marriage in the rec­ 
ords indicates greater nuptial possi­ 
bilities between the ages of 60 and 
64. 
The bureau's report also noted the 
fifth wedding of one woman. She 
was between 45 and 49 years old. 
Of the 8,179 women who remarried 
in 1930, 4,586 were widows and 3,- 
532 divoied with 61 on the records 
unstated Among the 9,109 men who 
remarried last year 5,593 were wid­ 
owers, 3,413 divorced and 103 un­ 
stated.

< International News Service) 
NEW YORK, Nov. 4 —A further 
slight rise in steel production, main­ 
ly in the Pittsburgh districts, and a 
marked improvement in sentiment, 
resulting partly from rising prices 
for grains and cotton and the im­ 
minence 
of 
enlarged 
automobile 
manufacturing 
schedules, 
h a v e 
aroused expectations that November 
may bring an upturn in steel opera­ 
tions after a decline that has been 
continuous since last March, accord­ 
ing to the weekly Itchy Age summary 
for release tomorrow. 
It points out that although 
the 
steel industry is restraining its op­ 
timism in view of past disappoint­ 
ments, it sees for the first time in 
months of possibility of moderately 
better business. 
Steel ingot operations are estim­ 
ated this week at 30 per cent 
of 
capacity for the country as a whole 
against 29 per cent last week and 


28 per cent the week before. 
Fur­ 
ther gains are likely to come from 
automobile tonnage now being re­ 
leased. 
The slowing down of the decline in 
iron and steel output in October is 
shown by the blast furnace figures, 
last month’s average daily rate hav­ 
ing dropped only 2.8 per cent below 
that of September, while the decline 
in the latter month from August was 
about 5.0 per cent. 
The daily out­ 
put in October was 37,848 tons 
against 38,964 terns in September. 
The m onths total of 1.173,283 tons 
was slightly above that of September 
because of one more working day. 
The October daily rate was the low­ 
est since September, 1921, and the 
70 furnaces in blast on November 1 
also made a new low record since 
September 1, 1921. 
For the 
ten 
months of this year the decline in 
pig iron production has been 42 per 
cent as compared with 1930.

Governor Teddy 
Roosevelt, 
the 
head of the island government ap­ 
pointed by the President 
of 
the 
United States, Mr. Stevenson report­ 
ed, is making friends and progress 
as the time passes. He has captivated 
the hearts of everyone, from 
the 
smallest grower to the largest, and 
only the would-be clever politicians 
who must eat out of his hands are 
the ones who make complaint. 
The speaker reviewed the possible 
secret to "Teddy’s” quick popularity, 
which developed when Roosevelt de­ 
livered his inaugural address in the 
Spanish tongue immediately after he 
had given it in English. Five weeks 
before he knew little Spanish, but, 
determined to speak plainly to the 
common people, he mastered it in 
hurried study and was able to de­ 
liver the brilliant message in the 
every-day language of those whom 
he had been sent to govern.

Pennsylvania Stamp Tax Shows

HARRISBURG, Nov. 4,—Revenue 
receipts to the general fund for the 
‘first months of the 1931-33 biennium 
’a;e falling below estimates, officials 
declare. When the budget was pre­ 
pared for the regular legislative ses­ 
sion the income for the period was 
estimated at approximately $40,000,- 
000. 
The income has declined curing 
that period so that the actual re­ 
ceipts have been approximately $13,- 
500,000 under the estimates for the 
period. 
Virtually all of the state’s ex­ 
penses are paid from the general 
lund. 
The highway department, 
game and 
fish commissions are 
maintained from license fees but 
most of the other expenses come 
lrom the general fund. 
An unswing in business naturally 
will be reflected in the state’s in­ 
come. 
The capital stock levy goes 
into the general fund and that tax 
is collected on the basis of stock 
values. 
When the stock market decline 
first set in some fiscal officers were 
of the opinion that the revenue 
would not be materially affected. 
The decline in values has gone 
much further than anticipated at 
first. The sharp drop in values has 
had its effect on general fund re­ 
ceipts. 
The present biennium runs until 
May 31, 1933. There is ample time 
remaining for some material gains 
in business which would resr.lt in 
higher revenues from the capital 
stock taxes. The lower value of se­ 
curities also has its effect to reduce 
inheritance tax collections.

Dogs eat grass when they are sick, 
as is well known, and wild monkeys 
have been known to apply certain 
leaves with antiseptic properties to 
their wounds. As for primitive man, 
he had more drugs in his cave tl an 
the average modern citizen has in 
his medicine closet—which is saying 
a good deal. 
Why eating fruit should oe any 
more of a “natural” method of heal­ 


ed ten do much harm. But they do 
a vast amount of good also; they are, 
in fact, the absolutely indispensable 
drugs. 
There are many poor suf­ 
ferers whose existence for a while 
would be intolerable without a local 
anaesthetic like cocaine. And one of 
the most encouraging features of 
medical research today is that drugs 
are being discovered which will do 
the essential thing the old drugs did 
and yet be free from the objection­ 
able features. For instance, there is 
an excellent drug, butyn, which doer 
what cocaine does in the way of re­ 
lief of local pain, yet has not nar­ 
cotizing or habit-forming properties 
whatever. 
Modem life simply could not con­ 
tinue along its present lines if it 
were not for certain drugs. Surgery

lamine. Antiseptics and deodorants 
have made many industrial pro­ 
cesses possible. 
There is probably as much valua­ 
ble research going on in the field oi 
treatment of disease by drugs ind in 
the improvement of drugs as any 
other part of medical science.

The legis- 
ature, however, may not be willing 
o grant the full two-cent increase 
as recommended by the governor. 
Even without any additional funds 
he department has planned an ex­ 
tensive construction programme for 
1932. Before the close of the pres­ 
ent biennium the department with 
no additional revenues, has planned 
to improve 2000 additional miles on 
the rural road system.

During the present season 822 
miles on the old road system were 
improved 
with 
“light type” con­ 
struction. This work has been vir­ 
tually been completed, the depart­ 
ment reports. Next year it has been 
tentatively planned to improve 600 
additional miles with this same type 
of surface. 
At the close of the present season 
there will remain approximately 1,- 
800 miles on the original highway 
system unimproved. The 600 miles 
of "light type” planned for next 
year would reduce the total of un­ 
improved mileage to 1200 miles.

If I were a country school teacher 
again I should work for greater 
knowledge of the world at hand. I 
should cease to teach my children 
that the glories of the world and all 
its opportunities, are in the city. 
I should try to help interpret to my 
pupils the illimitable beauties all 
around them and to make them 
want to carve their fortunes and 
careers right in the country. 
I should make more intimate ac­ 
quaintance with the plants and trees 
and birds and flowers of the open 
country. When I was a country lad, 
and when I later taugh: in a district 
school, I felt little need to know the 
names of many of the growing liv­ 
ing things of beauty all around me. 
Them I took for granted. I could 
get along without a very close asso­ 
ciation with them. I did not feel 
a bread snd butter need to cultivate 
acquaintance with these individuals 
of my rural world. Of course, 
I 
knew about them: they were 
all 
around me. But I rarely had a per- 
ponal social interest in them. Not 
many of them did I know by name. 
They were to me impersonal 


I doubtless wras no more unsocial 
toward the world of nature’s beauty 
than most country" boys and men 
were at that time, than most coun­ 
try natives are today. I knew the 
crow, the robin, the sparrow", swal­ 
low, blackbird and wren. But scores 
of birds were only birds to me. I 
knew the hickory, oak and pine and 
maple. I even helped to cut down 
chestnut trees and split them into 
rails. A few weeds and flowers I 
could call by name. But I found lit­ 
tle need of knowing more. Most 
trees and plants and flowers were 
just trees and plants and flowers 
and nothing more. 
The little that I know I did not 
get in school. There I learned the 
names of distant places, plants and 
trees and living moving things which 
I had never hoped to see. Neither I 
nor other children and 
adults I 
knew on the farm were the kind of 
barefoot boy that Whittier wrote 
about. The boy he described was a 
poet, and a naturalist. Bat like that 
boy, almost every country lad could 
be and ought to be. The average 
country child often is a greater 
stranger to the big wide open book 
of nature all around him than his 
city cousin is. 
“Hand ir. hand with Her he walks. 
Face to face with Her he talks.’ 
is not a true description of the 
touch of nature of the average coun­ 
try child. No; he does not make ac­ 
quaintance and enjoy companion­ 
ship witn the life and beauty in his 
midst, no more than does the city 
child mix socially with the people 
whom ne elbows every day. The 
lonliest people live in the cities. The 
lonliest birds and plants and trees 
grow in the country. 
We do not really enjoy the asso­ 
ciation of those whose names we do 
not know. When we forget the 
name of a new acquaintance we are 
embarrassed and we are inclined to 
cease conversation with them. There 
seems to be a barrier between us. 
Our first step in the enjoyment 
of another’s company is ability to 
speak that person’s name. The very 
name makes the relation personal;

Therefore be it resolved, that the 
assets and affairs of the bank be 
turned over to the Comptroller of 
Currency for the United States in 
accordance with the law of 
the 
United States. 
Examiner In Charge 
B. J. Bleakley, National Bank Ex­ 
aminer took over the affairs of the 
bank and is now conducting them. 
Officers of the 
bank 
and 
other 
bankers in Ellwood City feel con­ 
fident that the depositors will not 
lose anything, although it wiU take 
some time to liquidate the resources 
of the bank. 
The Citizens National Bank of Ell­ 
wood City was organized in 1919 and 
has conducted its business at 
the 
comer of Sixth and Lawrence av­ 
enues with D. C. Hancher as presi­ 
dent and Blaine Hancher as cashier. 
The deposits of the bank for the 
most part are public moneys, that is, 
funds of the state, of the County of

viewpoint of the spectator. If you 
are a fan, you will see the good 
points of your own team and noth­ 
ing but faults in their opponents. If 
you are a novice at football, ^ou will 
oe curious to know why they do the 
funny things th at are being done . 
all the time, such as knocking one 
another down, or dodging erne an­ 
other. 
The scout has perhaps the 
most difficult time of all watchers 
Scouting has been attacked and 
defended so long that there is little 
to add to what has done before. 
Probably the best single statement 
was that made several years ago by 
Dean Briggs of Harvard when he 
said th at the worst thing about 
scouting was its name- 
The name indicates sneaking, or 
spying, whereas the scout goes to 
a game today rather as an ambas­ 
sador of good will than as an enemy 
spy. 
Must See AIL 
A scout as is commonly known 
will usually try to s:t high up in the 
center of the field and at times at 
the end of the field to check cer­ 
tain questions of spacing. His first 
check is on the personnel of the 
team to note the strength or weak­ 
ness of individuals and if possible 
to detect any tlve-aways that the 
players may have in the way of 
mannerisms. 
Next the scout must check on the 
various formations of the team. Us­ 
ually he can classify a formation 
as a single wing back, double wing 
back, tandem, Notre Dame, bal­ 
anced or unbalanced line, short 
kick, kick or spread. 
Checks On Plays. 
His next job is to watch plays. 
Over half the plays used by a team 
in a game are of little or no interest 
to the experienced scout because 
they are obvious from the form a­ 
tion being used. The Scout checks 
on these merely to note whether 
they have certain pet plays. 
The 
usual or intricate plays are the ones 
that he must* note carefully, not 
only for themselves b it to see whe­ 
ther they have other possibilities. 
Defensively, he follows much the 
same system, noting individual play, 
formations and the use made of the 
formations. A good scout often has 
little or no picture of the game as a 
whole. This is especially so because 
he is watching one team chiefly and 
seeing only enough of th^ other 
team to judge his problem more 
accurately.

First Catholic church St. Mary’s 
in this city was erected in 1852. It 
was a frame church and located 
west of town, in what is now the 
sixth ward. It was erected under 
the supervision of Father Reid, one 
of the pioneer priests visiting this 
district. Father Reid was succeed­ 
ed in 1854 by Rev. Peter McCarvey, 
who was the first resident pastor.

VOTING FRAUDS 


(International News Service) 
PITTSBURGH, Nov. 4— Patrick 
J. O’Malley, Republican “boss” of 
the second ward, Pittsburgh, and 
four of his alleged henchmen today 
were recommended for indictment 
on charges of vote fraud by the Oc­ 
tober grand jury. # 
Those named with O’Malley in 
the 
grand jury presentment are 
Michael McMahon, James Lardo, 
Patrick E. Collangelo apd William 
Gallagher. 
Without Consent 
The 
presentment 
recommended 
that O’Malley be indicted on 25 
charges of wholesale purchase of 
tax receipts prior to the September 
primary 
election 
without 
having 
been authorized to make such pur­ 
chases, and also recommended that 
he and the others be indict«! on 
charges-that they conspired to hin­ 
der and prevent an honest primary 
election. 
According to the grand jury pre­ 
sentment, O'Malley deposited $1400 
on August 19. 1931. with Arthur 
Drumm, tax clerk in the county 
treasurer’s offsi3. Tax receipts were 
given out in consequence of the de­ 
posit, the presentment set forth, to 
residents of the second ward. 
O’Malley, the presentment claim­ 
ed, was without authorization of the 
persons in whose names the tax re­ 
ceipts were obtained. 
From 250 
witnesses who appeared before the 
grand jury, the inquisitorial body 
said that it found many of the sup­ 
posed signatures on 
the 
receipts 
were forged. 
Receipts Altered. 
In other instances, the present­ 
ment declared, receipts were altered 
by erasure of original names and 
substitutions of others. 
A general scheme for forging or­ 
ders and alteration of tax receipts 
to permit fraudulent voting was 
carried out, the presentment alleged. 
Concerning the alleged forgery of 
signatures, the grand jury reported: 
“A comparison of the signatures 
appearing on the tax authorizations, 
with the genuine signatures of the 
same persons on the registration 
books disclosed that a large number 
of such authorizations had 
been 
forged . . . . in many instances upon 
an examination of poll tax receipts 
produced in evidence it seemed ap­ 
parent, that there had been an al­ 
teration on said receipts . . . . the 
examination of the registration re­ 
cords disclosed that many of these 
altered receipts had been used for 
the purpose of registering and vot­ 
ing.” 
To Continue Probe. 
Further 
investigation 
involving 
other wards was prevented. 
The 
jury set forth in its presentment, by 
the 
fact 
the 
registration 
board 
needed its records for yesterday’s 
election. 
This probe, hpwever, will 
be carried on by the November 
grand juray. 
Today’s recommendation for in­ 
dictments increases to 68 the num­ 
ber named by the last two grand 
juries as being involved in vote 
frauds. Those previously named in­ 
cluded George J. Schad. chairman, 
and C. J. McBride, secretary of the 
county board for assessment and re­ 
vision of taxes.
